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WILLAMETTE RIVER. 
it will probably bo interesting to many, 


and particularly do to those who anticipate | . 


visiting Oregon at some future time, to know 
something of the Willamette, the Great Falls 
of wluch uro now so rapidly coming into no- 
uce, and to learn something of the many 
cities that are springing up in the neighbor. 
hood of the most important water privilege 
west of the Rocky mountains, 

The Willamotte river takes its rise in the 
Califorma mountains, in about 43 degrees of 
orth latitude; its course is nearly north, 
winding through beautiful fertile prairies, 
now and then skirted by lofty forests of fir, 
pine, and cedar, recoivmg many considera-, 
ble tributaries both on the east and west—all 
of which have traversed their whole length 
through a rich and fertile country, and, in 
many places, we might say, bounded with 
beautiful and Juxuriant meadows, encircled 
with the lofty fir, and interspersed with boau- 
tiſul groves of oak, 

But to describe the Willamette in its de- 
scent, timo and space will not permit us to 
enter minutely either into a description of the 
river or the country adjommg. On arriving 
near the Falls, “the river spreads out into 
a wide, deep basin, and runs slowly and 
smoothly until within a half a mile of the 
Falls, when its velocity increases, ita width 
diminishes, eddies are formed, in which the 
water turns back as if loth to make the 
plunge; but is forced forward by the water 
inthe rear, and when still nearer, it breaks 
upon the volcanic rocks scattered across the 
channel, and then, as if resigned to its fate, 
smooths its agitated surges, and precipitates 
down an almost perpendicular of twenty-five 
feet, presenting a somewhat whitened col- 
umn.” The rising mist, on a pleasant day, 
forms, in the rays of the sun, a beautiful 
bow—the whole forming a sight, the gran- 
deur of which has to be seen to be-appre- 
ciated. 

Below the falls, for the distance of half a 
mile, the channel of the river is confined by 
ledges of basaltic rocks to about two hun- 
dred yards in width. About one mile below 
the falls enters tho Clackamas river from the 
east, which takes ita rise near Mount Hood, 
one of the perpetual snow peaks of the Cas- 
cade mountains. Here are the Clackamas 
rapids, another obstacle in the navigation of 
the Willamette; but the difficulties hero pre- 
sented are of minor importance—at_almost 
any stage of water, the boats of the Hudson 
Bay Company ascend and descend with but 
little difficulty. From this place to the mouth 
of the Willamette, a distance of twenty-five 
miles, navigation is good, as the tide runs up 
to the foot of the Clackamas rapids. The 
Willamette, running its whole course from 
south to north, enters the Columbia in about 
latitude ‘46 degs. 30 min. north, longitude 
122 degs. 20 min. Hes.“

Mu Morron— in resigning the office of 
Marshal of Or gon, pustice to myself’ and to 
the public requires, perhaps, that 1 should 
waive my reasons for doing so. 

There 18 no te that binds a civil govern- 
ment w the bonds of amity and peace, that 
insures ts prosperity and clevates its char. 
acterso much as that contained in the sm- 
ale word—-gustice. lu allen ing my reasons 
forte igning the office, it does not come with- 
yi my province to speak of the general prin- 
fides of government, but it does to speah of 
on principle which has receive, in all ro- 
puldican governments, the support of the 
mst virtunus men, the highest minds, the 
ablest pens, and most cloquent tongues, ‘The 
dom are ever its advocates, the wise know 
well its benefits; and even they who are 
gmhty in the eyes of justice, admit the ne- 
cesaity of her presence. But, alas! the far. 
inet are too often heedless of danger, while 
the latter are violating tt. 

The fathful pages of history furnish m- 
num cable examples of the baneful effects of 
private as well as national myustice ; and 
wo fear that our own Instory will add to the 
examples of both. From the first organiza- 
tion of this government up to the time of my 
appamtment as marshal of Oregon by the 
lemslature, I served as sheriff. The duties 
of my office | discharged with alacrity to the 
best of my ability, and which wero by no 
means light, and were performed at no small 
personal sacrifice ; fur which I received a 
fw dollars—nominally nothing. I feel as- 
sured that justice to the government docs 
not require, and duty to myself will not al- 
low ine to hold the office longer without ro- 
munueration, is my personal circumstances 
will not permit of my making any longer 
such a sacrifice. 


And here l would ask if the even hand of 


justice has borne on all officers of the gov- 
ermment alike? IH the principles of those 
who govern seem to havo been written by 
the hand of virtue and their subjects EQUAL- 
Ly expounded by justice? And if the acts 
of those who sat in the hall, sacred to jus- 
uce, have been such as to brighten our page 
of history and such as should be transmit- 
ted as examples to the rising generation? or 
do they not, on the contrary, appear to have 
been in opposition to the Amorican charac- 
ter, and such as to soil the sacred robo of 
justice—tamnish the brightness of the sword,
